“My parents had seven children. I 
had a brother and five sisters. I was 
the fifth in the family. In my boyhood 
I worked in the. field with my father, 
who died when I was 7 years old. From 
that time on I was the sole support of 


mv mother. 


“I left Ireland March 26, 1870, and, ar- 
riving at New York, found employment 
there as a coal weigher for the Metro- 
I remained there two’ 


years. 
Served Hotels Three Years. 


‘My sole education was received in 
the parochial schools in my native 
country, which are similar to the pub- 
lic schools of America. 

‘‘In 1872 I came to St. Louis and ob- 
tained employment at the Laclede Ho- 
tel, being placed in charge of the store- 
room. In 1874 I went to work as porter 
in the Southern Hotel, and a year later 
went back to the Laclede at an increase 


of wages. 

“June 22, 1875, I was appointed a mem. 
ber of the St. Louis Police Department, 
commencing duty eight days later as a 
patrolman in the old Second District, 
bounded at that time by Chouteau ave- 
nue on the north, Osceola street on the 
south, the river on the east and Jeffer- 
son avenue on the west. I walked va- 
rious beats in that district until the 
first week of February, 1881. 

“My police work in the Second Dis- 
trict included the cleaning Out of the 
Dunean Island gang, a band of murder- 
ous thieves, and the Arsenal street 
gang, which was composed of many of 
the most notorious crooks that ever in- 
fested this city. zs 

‘Among the captures I made were— 

At this point Prosecutor Williams ob- 
jected to the witness reciting in detail 
the list of captures he had made on 
the ground that such testimony would 
be immaterial to the hearing. The ob- 
jection was sustained. 


Preferred to Wear Uniform, 


“After walking the Arsenal street beat 
a year and a half I was promoted to 
the rank of detective and transferred to 


headquarters, under Chief McDonough. 
I found that it was more expensive to 
be a detective than a policeman, and 
at my request I was put back in unl- 
form. 

“IT was next assigned to walk a beat 
at Seventh and St. Charles streets, at 
that time the most notorious neighbor- 
hood in the city. Gamblers, thugs and 
lawbreakers of all descriptions infested 
the St. Charles street district. My or- 
ders were to clean out the neighbor- 
hood, which I did. I had no special 
hours there, and frequently worked as 
late as 1 and 2 o’clock in the morning. 

‘In October, 1881, I was transferred to 
Sixth and Market streets, where Jack 
Mooney and Tom Kelly, notorious police 
characters, had their headquarters. It 
was there that Patsy Early murdered 
William Leoudermann. I slaamed out 
that district. 

“I was. promoted to aie $sergeantcy 
March 24, 1882. The promotion was made 
by Samuel Cupples and E..C. Simmons, 
then members of the board, after they 
had inquired into my past record. [I re- 
mained a Sergeant until made a Captain 
May 20, 1890. -As Sergeant I walked the 
residence precinct of Central District, 
which then extended from Sixth to 
Fourteenth, Market street to Chouteau 
avenue, and each season was especially 
assigned to handle the Exposition 
crowds and arrest pickpockets, 

“TIT arrested many dangerous charac- 
ters, among them’’—— 

Again- Prosecutor Williams objected 
to details of arrests, and the objection 


was sustained. 

In reply to a question put by his 
counsel, Kiely then said he was mar- 
ried and that 10 children had been born 
of the marriage. Resuming the story of 
his police career, Kiely said: 

“As a sergeant I walked in the old 
‘Bloody Third’ District, now the Fourth 
District, which included ‘Kerry Patch,’ 
at that time the toughest district in the 
city. 

“As a captain I commanded the North 
Market Street District from May, 1890, 
until October, 1895. 

“I was appointed assistant chief Oct. 
17. 189. I say ‘appointed’ because the 
law at that time did not provide for 
an assistant chief. The position was 
created by the board. During the last 
18 months of the late Maj. arrigan’s 
life I acted as Chief, because Harrigan 
was in poor health and physically un- 
able to discharge his duties. 

“Speaking of my important assign- 
ments, I now wish to go back to the 
time when I was a sergeant. March 26, 
1886, I was detailed to start freight 
trains in the Eighteenth street yards. 
The railroads had been tied up for three 
weeks by a strike, and I started the 
first train out of the yards at that time. 
I got into a fight with one of the strike 
leaders—Pat Bunty. He threw a switch 
in an attempt to derail a train. I came 
in contact with him, and we mixed it. 
After a struggle I landed nim tr police 
headquarters. It was one of the worst 
strikes St. Louis ever had. It was called 
the southwestern railway strike. 


Caught Every Gambler, 


“After that I was assigned to a cru- 
sade against gambling _by Mr. Simmons. 
I carried warrants ‘ih Any pockets and 
arrested every gambler\in town, break- 
ing up all the vice dens, I put the 
gamblers in jail, and Xhey remained 
there until pardcned out some way or 
other, I don't know how. I remember, 
though, that their release from jail 
caused Mr. Simmons to resign from the 
board. 


19944 at the World’s Fair I saw in the 
Scotland Yard exhibit the finger print 
system, and I sent a man to master the 
idea, and now we have both the finger 
and Fertiliion systems combined.”’

Kiely then said he was recommis- 
sioned Chief of Police February 27, 1905. 
The board was then composed of Com- 
missioners Stwart, Fristoe, Hanlon, 
Blong and Mayor Wells. 

“After my recommission I enforced 
all the laws, carried out all the in- 
structions of the board and of the Goy- 
ernor, and my relations were cordial 
with the board.’’ 

Saunders: When did you first have 
and friction with the board?
